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Are you walking the streets, looking for 
work? 

Are your clothes worn out? Are you cold? 

See those other people walking the streets, 
looking for work the same as you?T here are five 
million of them. What chance have you? 

Do you think of going to another town to 
find a job? What's the use?Thestreets of theother 
towns are lined with men and women tramping, 
tramping like you, looking for work. 

Factories are closing everywhere. M ines are 
cutting down forces. Railroads are letting out 
people. There are no jobs. 

Why? 

Because theworkshops, mines, railroads, and 
all other things that supply jobs for people, are 
the private property of the rich. WE, the workers, 
do the work. WE producethegoods. THEY take 
the profits. T he wealthy class won't let any goods 
be produced except what they can sell for a profit. 
During the war, they made big profits. They 
worked us overtime. They made five billion dol- 
lars extra profits, over and above regular profits. 
T hey are taking it easy now. Asfor use workers— 
WE CAN GO TO HELL. They are through with 
us. 

There is more than enough food, clothing, 
and shelter— everything we need. But the work- 
ing people can't buy The goods that are already 
made are locked up. 

T he peopleare hungry "because there is too 
much food"! The people are cold because "there 



are too many clothes"! 

"No H el p Wanted" — you read everywhere. 

They don't need us now. But we need work. 
They won't let us work. Sleep on the pavement! 
Letyourchildrendieof hunger and coldlThe boss 
says "N work." The word of the boss is law. 

When the capitalists needed us for the war, 
what did they do?Through the government they 
took us by force. T hey said "Fight or Work" — 
and that settled it. T hey took everything we had, 
our lives if necessary 

Now the working people need the work- 
shops. T he workers demand the right to work. 
If a workman's life can be conscripted for the 
ben efi t of cap i tal i sts, can't facto ri es be CO n scri pted 
for the benefit of the working class? 

Of course, the government won't conscript 
the factories, because it acts in the interest of the 
capitalists, the bosses. 

T hen we have only one solution: 

WE, THE WORKERS, MUST ACT! 

We must take possession of theworkshops 
and establish control over them. We must con- 
trol production, and operate all industry for 
the benefit of N LY the workers. 

THAT ISTHE ROAD TO COMMU- 
NISM. 

T hat IswhattheworkersofRussiadid. They 
seized the factories, mills, and mines and threw 
out thei r owners. T hey overthrew the govern ment, 
which existed only to protect the bosses. They 
organized their own government — the Soviet 
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government of Russia. 

T hat is wliat American worl<men must do. 

But wlien we try to tal<e possession of tlie 
worl<sliops, tlie bosses will call on thegovernment 
to protect them. Police, thugs, troops armed with 
machineguns, poison gas, and all war implements 
will be there to stop us. 

We must be ready to fight them. We must 
organize for that. The time is coming— soon.
